UNDERGROUND TELKUK AP11Y. 


The company which has control of the 


telephone service in Paris has two thous- 
and miles of i(K cable under ground. 
In 


New York there are ten thousand unites of 
Kiispemled wire used by telegraph, 
tele 


phone and electric.light companies. 
One 


who is not an electric sharp may be par- 
doned .for suggesting that if there bo a 
real desire on the part of the American 
companies to learn how to bury their 
wires without loss of power, a lesson or 
two might be taken from the company at 
Paris. Jt is saul ttiat underground wires 
can be laid at a cost of £30 per mile in 
insulated 
cables containing 
numerous 


wires. 
This is certainly not a costly job. 


and once having adopted a system of 
burying the wires, the companies would 
probably find it much cheaper than the 
method of suspension now practised. The 
bills of repairs following every great storm 
are now severe taxes on the companion. 
In a system of underground wires it would 
also be possible to use copper wire, the 
conductive 
quality of which is much 


greater than that of iron, and therefore 
requires less battery power to work.
